1 . Claims 1-9 are allowed over cited prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
combined cited prior art discloses communication systems transmitting data between nodes 
whereby transmission control of data is provided, network manager is utilized for improving 
bandwidth within a communication system, averaging circuits are utilized, average transmission 
and maximum transmission results are used for power load control, they fail to teach or suggest 
controlling transmission as associated in a communication system wherein the receiver unit 
includes a control circuit controlling a maximum transmission amount of data to be transmitted 
at a time, average transmission stored in a transmission amount circuit, a first and second 
manager circuit along with first/second management values whereby a maximum amount 
determination circuit utilizes first/second management values to determine the maximum data 
amount of a data signal to be transmitted next from data transmission circuit, a first 
management circuit adding up the average transmission amount value each time the data signal 
is transmitted/stored, and a second management circuit adding up a transmission amount of the 
data signal transmitted from transmission circuit each time the data signal is transmitted/stored.
